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Democracy vs. Dictatorship 


Out of the welter of financial and economie difficulties and problems 
now troubling a confused world,—and which are directly or indirectly the 
outcome and aftermath of the Great War,—there has emerged one great 
‘question which now begins to overshadow all others, because all others are 
‘bound up in it. That question may be summed up in the words: Has! 
Democracy failed? Are democratic forms of government incapable of suc- 
cessfully dealing with conditions as they now exist in most countries and in 
the world at large? 

The Great War, we were told, was a war to end war; a war to save 
civilization; a war to protect democracy from autocracy. Nevertheless ir 
actual results as we see them throughout the world today, there is now more 
talk of war than there was in the early months of 1914: there are more 
people who question whether civilization was saved, or can be saved; there 
is more of the autocratic in government than was the case during a half 
century before the war. 

The question, therefore, that most naturally 15 disturbing the minds of 
all thoughtful people is: Whither-are we drifting? What is to be the out- 
come of the present drift? Is it impossible under democratic forms of gov- 
ernment to solve present problems, and, in order to solve them, is it neces- 
sary that new systems and forms of government be set up? 

Four great nations are today under openly acknowledged dictatorships, 
~-Russia, Italy, Germany and Austria, Parliamentary institutions are either 
wholly abolished or suspended in all these countries. Under stress of existing 
financial and economic emergencies, greater powers have been granted to a 
Democratic President in the United States by a Congress under control of 
the Democratic party than were even dreamed of a few years ago. In Can- 
ada certain emergency powers have been conferred upon a Conservative 

_ Government, while in Great Britain a union of members of all parties exists 
under the name of a National Government. 

There is, however, this difference as between Russia, Germany, Italy, 
Austria, and the United States, Canada, Great Britain, that whereas in the 
first four named countries parliamentary government is, for the time being 
at least, abolished, in the latter named countries Parliaments still retain full 
control of the situation and can at any time withdraw the powers granted by 
them to their respective governments. 

It would, however, be idle to deny that there is an under-current of 
“opinion existing in the ranks of all political groups to a greater or less de- 
grée that present representative forms of government have not measured 
up as well as it was expected they would, should and could, to the needs 
of the time. As a result, intelligent men and women are asking whether the 
fault lies in the free democratic system itself, or whether it lies rather in 
the failuré of those who for the time being are the leaders and representa- | 
tives of the people under that system to adequately meet the responsibilities 
and discharged the duties imposed upon them. : | 

One writer in a Western magazine discussing the rise of dictatorships In| 
Burope, says: ‘Those who are out-and-out democrats, and who believe in pare! 

‘ ljamentary government, will regret this relapse, but it is evident that it is) 
only under certain conditions that democracy is the wisest and safest form! 
of rule.; When people are controlled by passion or prejudice, or when they 
are ignorant or stupid followers of custom, they are unfit for self-govern- 
ment, When they are thoughtful and intelligent and have a high regard for) 
justice. and equity, they may be trusted to manage their own affairs.” He 
concludes: 

“The moral of all this for Canada js very obvious. She 1s worthy of par- 
fiamentary rule so long as wisely-chosen parliaments intelligently exercise 
their powers, but when these are indolent or the cat's-paw of controlling in- 
terests, then there is bound to be agtiation for reform.” 

In other words, the question is: Are the people themselves measuring up 
#6 their individual and collective responsibilities? The conclusion seems to 
bé that it is not the democratic system of representative government that ig 
at fault, but the use which the people themselves are making of that system | 
in governing themselves, , 

At election times when as a people we are choosing our representatives 
in Parliament, and through them placing a Government in power over us, 
are we acting intelligently, or are we swayed by passion or prejudice, or 
blindly following a charted course without thinking for ourselves or giving 
heed to what we are doing? 

It is never safe in life to make great decisions when we are not ina 
normal state of mind. It is as unwise to make such decisions when we are on 
the mountain-tops of prosperity and laboring under an undue optimism; it is 
equally dangerous and unwise to make them when in the deep valleys of de- 
pression and controlled by a warped pessimism. The marking of our ballots 
should be directed, not by our emotions, but through the application of our 
thinking powers, 

. Dictatorships mean the loss of liberties now enjoyed, but if as a people 
we do not show our appreciation of those liberties by using them properly, 
then we are not deserving of them, Dictatorships are dangerous, If the na-| 
tions of the world resort to dictatorships there is bound, sooner or later, to 
be a clash between this dictator and that dictator. Dictators must have their 
way, or they cease to be dictators, and when the desires of two or more of 
them come into conflict the people under their authority and control will 
suffer, 

If we cherish our present democratic institutions of government, if we 
want to retain them, we must as a people prove ourselves worthy of them. 
We nfust think for ourselves and act intelligently. Otherwise some person 
will arise and assume to himself the autocratic power to think and act for us. |

Modern Project Planned 


Across Sahara Desert Is 
Alm Of France 

With only 24 hours from the heart 
of Europe to the heart of the Sa- 
hara, French experts are drawing 
plans for a Saharan Air Service in- 
stead of concentrating on the Trans- 
Saharan Railroad, which yet may 
take years to complete. 

The success of several aviation and 
automobile missions to various points 
of the Sahara both from Morocco and 
Algiers, has convinced the French 
Government officials interested in 
central African development that the 
Haison between metropolitan France 
and the African colonies can be ac- 
complished easiest by air, 

The Trans-Saharan Railroad Com- 
mission has made exhaustive studies 
of the probable and possible routes, 
but these plans still are in dispute 
because of the more recent and very 
accurate findings. 

The advantages of automobile and 
aviation routes are apparent in that 
sudden tactical surprises, or hereto- 
fore unknown developments in cli- 
mate, or geological aspects, may be 
overcome by a simple change of the} 
route.

533 in excess of the corresponding 
month a year ago. The export balance 
of approximately $19,000,000 varied 
very little. 

Eight of the 12 principal items of 
export showed increases and four 
dropped. 

The most spectacular rise was in 
exports of unmanufactured nickel, 
which rose from $600,443 in October 
a@ year ago to $2,435,472 last month, 
an increase of 406 per cent. 

Export of planks and boards was 
up for 208 per cent. increase of 100 
per cent. in export of partially manu- 
| factured copper, 220 per cent. in meat 
|exports and 143 per cent. in fish ex- 
ports featured the upward surge. 
Wheat flour and woodpulp exports 
also showed marked increases.

Washington.—Recognition of So- 
viet Russia by the United States was 
announced by President Roosevelt. 

Sitting at his desk in his office, Mr. 
Roosevelt smilingly said that the 16- 
year breach between the two coun- 
tries was actually ended. 

He and Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs, came 
to an agreement on the points that 
have been in negotiation since Litvin- 
off arrived on November 7. 

William C,. Bullitt, a state depart- 
ment expert on Russian affairs who 
has attended to personal conversa- 
tions between Mr. Roosevelt and the 
Russian diplomat, has been proposed 
by the president as the first United 
States ambassador to the Soviet 
Union. 

Who will be the Russian ambassa- 
dor to the United States was not im- 
mediately disclosed, 

The exchange of communicaticns 
between the president and the Soviet 
government's foremost diplomat 


showed that an understanding had 
been reached on propaganda, the 


right of religious freedom for United 
States citizens in Russia, civic rights 


of American nationals and some 
claims. 
Ottawa, Ont. Recognition of So- 


viet Russia by the United States is 


; not expected to have any immediate 


effect on Canadian trade or Canadian 
relations, according to official circles.

Ottawa, Ont.—-Exxamination into 
the oil situation in Canada is under 
way by officials of the combines in- 
vestigation branch of the Department 
of Labor on charges by Mayor David 
Croll of Windsor, that gasoline com- 
panies were enhancing prices and 
throttling competition. 

Costs and production figures for 
gasoline and crude oil, various re- 
ports in the hands of the Department 
and other material are being exam- 
ined. On the completion of this pre- 
liminary investigation, decision will 
be made as to whether or not furth- 
er detailed enquiry should be mado. 

In the 1932 session, a committee of 
parliament concluded that the cost of 
gasoline to the consumer in Canada 
was not “unreasonably high.”

Constructed Without Rivets 


Oil Tanker Built In England Was 
Electrically Welded 

The new oil tanker, “Peter G. 
Campbell,” now plying the Great 
Lakes for the Shell Oil Company is 
an interesting example of a new de- 
velopment in shipbuilding, in that it 
has no rivets but has been entirely) 
electrically welded. The vessel was | 
constructed on the Tyne, where go | 
many famous British ships have been 
built. It is 379 feet long, and on its} 
first trip from Montreal to the Otta- 
wa River, carried 315,000 gallons cf | 
gasoline. The “Peter G. Campbell” is 
expected by the builders to vindicate 
a theory of construction that may go 
far towards altering general ship- 
building methods. In ordinary steel- 
ship construction, the plates are over- 
lapped and securely riveted, but in 
the case of the “Peter G. Campbell,” |

Hitler Was No Hero 


Displayed Skill In Avoiding Danger- 
ous Places During War 

Franz Xavier Huber, a war veteran 
who had lost a leg before Verdun in 
1917, told me stories of a curious fel- 
low who had been in his regiment at 
the front. The thing that had struck 
him about Private Hitler was his 
grandiloquence. He was neither popu- | 
lar nor the reverse wih his fellows; 
they just smiled at him and his vague, 
rambling speeches on everyhing in the 
world and out of it. He acquired very 
swiftly the reputation of being what 
in the British army fs called “an old 
soldier.” He interested himself partic- 
ularly in the important question of 
seeing that the officers’ washing was 
done or doing it himself. This secured 
for him the good graces of the col- 
onel who removed him from the more 
constant dangers of the trenches and 
appointed him runner. Though he got 
the Iron Cross of the second class, no 
one in the regiment ever looked upon 
Hitler ag any sort of a hero; indeed, 
they rather admired him for the skill 
with which he avoided hot corners,—

The Rights 
Of Women 


Britain Following Canada’s Lead In 
Respect To Changing Nationality 
Through Marriage 

Britain ig following Canada’s lead 
in legislation for the women without 
a country. Under the present British 
law when for the woman without a 
country, she takes his nationality. But 
in the case of some countries, the 
United States particularly, the new 
nationality may not be acquired by 
marriage and a woman having lost 
her British nationality by marriage 
to the citizen of these countries is 
thus left without a country. 

Sir John Gilmour, the Home Secre- 
tary, moved second reading of a gov- 
ernment bill in the House of Com- 
mons, the measure permitting British 
women to retain their British nation- 
ality in such cases. Canada has al- 
ready passed similar legislation. Sir 
John admitted the bill was of limited 
scope but he indicated the difficulty 
of securing agreement between all 
parts of the Empire on common ac- 
tion of any more radical nature. Can- 
ada, however, had already acted in 
anticipation of other members of the 
British Commonwealth, 

The bill immediately came under 
fire from the Labor benches. Clement 
Attlee, former Postmaster-General, 
moved rejection on the ground it fail- 
ed to give full effect to the policy of 
the British government at the 1931 
League Assembly in favor of removal 
of all disabilities of married women. 
It was a very small measure, he said, 
it would remove some anomalies but 
leave many more. 

A British woman marrying a Unit- 
ed States citizen, for instance, would 
remain British, but if she married a 
Frenchman she became _ French. 
“There is no reason,” the Labor mem- 
ber urged, “why the women of this 
country should be prejudiced because 
of the backward state of public opin-

This new treasure comes from at- 
tempts to answer the question, “How | 
deep is the Ocean?’ as well as, ‘What 
is in the Ocean Deeps?" The answers, | 
so far, are incomplete. But that re- 
vealing contributions have been made | 
to the store of human knowledge is 
certain, Still, the survey from the 
“Caroline,” which includes studies in 
the physics, chemistry and marine, 
and plant life of the waters north of | 
Puerto Rico, covering an area extend- | 
ing from Santo Domingo to the Vir- 
gin Islands, has only begun, 

Under the direction of Dr. Paul 
Bartsch of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the exploration, pursued for two 
months has been made possible by the 
joint effort of a group of scientists 
and the co-operation of Eldridge 
Reeves Johnson, who contributed the 
use of his yacht and financed the as- 
sembling and installation in it of spe- 
cial equipment and apparatus, 

This winter's exploration was in 
reality in the nature of a sampling 
expedition. Primarily it was planned 
for the purpose of determining what 
scientific equipment was needed for a 
detailed survey which !s to continue 
through four winters. Actually much 
more was accomplished, The Caroline 
gathered many specimens of deep-sea 
plant and animal life. 

The region just north of Puerto 
Rico is interesting for one reason, 
among others: it is the deepest known | 
part of the Atlantic. Depths in excess 
of five miles have been found (the 
greatest one, the Blake Deep, being 
28.300 feet), and yet greater ones 
near by may be discovered. Modern} 
electric sounding equipment by means | 
of which waves of sound are flashed 
into the deep to be echoed back from | 
the bottom and automatically record- | 
ed was lent by the navy to check old | 
records or establish new ones. 

A single boom, such as might have 
been seen on a freighter, mounted on 
the quarterdeck was outwardly the 
only indication that the “Caroline” 
might be on some special mission. But 
inside there was not only mechanical | 
sounding equipment, but instruments | 
for measuring water temperature at) 
different levels; for detecting trends | 
of currents and analyzing the water) 
itself. 

Steel cables became fishing lines 
miles long. There were traps and nets | 
and bait of colored electric lights to! 
lure the luminous denizens of the deep 
—fish with head and tail lights. Much 
as bait 1s snatched from the hook by! 
a bass, huge nets, twenty-five feet 
across, or traps of heavy pipe and 
wire-net construction, were torn from 
the steel fishing lines a thousand feet 
or more below the surface of the At- 
lantic. | 

One of the most important results| 
of the winter's cruise was the success- 
ful testing of new methods of under- | 
sea photography. Two specially de-! 
signed cameras proved their worth. 
One was effective 100 feet below the 
surface, while the other was used at

He quotes Sir Robert Horne, former 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in Bri- 
tain, as stating that while the N.R.A, 
may work in the United States, with 
its “vast enclosed market,” it would 


be “disastrous for a country like Bri-! 


tain, depending on its export mark- 
ets.” Britain gets sixty per cent. of 
her national income from _ exports, 
while the United States gets less than 
ten per cent. 

Canada, of course, is in the same 
position as Britain. We have no vast 
enclosed market. Our wheat, or news- 
print, the products of our mines, all 
must be sold abroad or not sold at all. 
Consequently, a policy designed to 
heighten cost of production and with 
it export prices could only be disas- 
trous. Instead of more work and wages 
there would be no work and wages. 
We should simply put up the shutters. 
—Ottawa Journal.

For fifty years 
these lines appeared at the bottom of 
advertisements of sale of farm stock, 
implements, etc, They are not seen 
any more. In their places are the two} 
words “terms cash.’’ Rarely now is 
credit asked for at sales. ore rarely 
is it given to persons buying stock 
or implements at auctions. In other 
days a year's credit induced persons 
to buy more than they could hope to 
pay for in the time given. Notes 
came due farmers needed the money 
and pressed for payment. The maker 
and the endorser were required to 
secure an extension of time at the 
bank or elsewhere. Additional costs 
were incurred, and too often men 
became involved to an extent they 
had not contemplated, and carrying a 
load under which they had eventually 
to give up. Credit wisely used is of- 
ten a blessing to the industrious and 
thrifty; employed thoughtlessly has 
placed many a man on the roadside. 
If out of the present conditions men 
and women learn to refrain from buy- 
ing that which they cannot pay for at 
the time, good will follow evil in 
every department of life. ‘Terms 
cash” are words that should appear 
at the bottom of sales of all kinds of 
merchandise, as well as at those of 
farm stock and implements. What a 
happy place would Canada be today 
had we all learned to “pay as we go.”

Idea Is Practical 


Interest in the future of trans-At- 
lantic air travel has been quickened 
markedly by the survey flight of Col- 
onel Charles A. Lindbergh over the 
Greenland route. 

London despatches give assurance 
that expert advisers of Canada and 
the Motherland are not lagging at a 
time which calls for foresight and vig- 
orous initiative. Announcement of one 
new project after another testifies to 
the interest of all the larger Powers 
in the mapping of the world’s airways. 

According to the London reports, 
agreement was reached at the Anglo- 
Canadian air conference in St. John's, 
Newfoundland, that Harbor Grace 
shall be the Atlantic Coast terminus 
for overseas flights. Harbor Grace, it 
would appear, is to become the “forks 
of the road,” one route running from 
there to New York, while the other, 
via Montreal, will serve Canada. 

Although the Lindbergh journey 
was undertaken largely to survey 
landing-fleld facilities in Greenland, 
the decision of the Anglo-Canadian 
authorities is said to favor direct 
overseas flights between Newfound- 
land and Ireland, without touching 
foreign soil. Stops in Greenland would 
of course, involve the co-operation of 
the Danish Government. 

The reported plans for the all-Bri- 
tish route seems to be in consonance 
with the most recent developments in 
the matter of aircraft construction. 
The Pan-American Airways, which 
Colonel Lindbergh represented, is 
building six large flying boats with 
& range sufficient to span the Atlan- 
tic.—Toronto Globe. 


Working For Peace 


British Foreign Secretary Tells About 
Nation’s All-Round Policy 

Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, told financial London at a 
luncheon the other day that Britain's 
all-round foreign policy possessed 
qualities that would contribute migat- 
ily to a peaceful solution of current 
problems. ‘‘We have tried to conduct 
our affairs,” he said, “on a basis that 
we mean to maintain, so far as we 
are concerned, on friendly relations 
with all the world. We mean to make 
no select or special alliance which is 
bound in its turn to provoke some 
counter combination. We mean every- 
where to support all policies and all 
movements in all countries that are 
honestly aiming at the restoring of 
that thing, impalpable in itself, but 
so necessary for the recovery of com- 
merce—credit and confidence.”

Have a flank steak trimmed and} 
scored; that is, cut all over the sur- 
face in criss-cross lines, Mix together 
one cup bread crumbs; one small on- 
ion, chopped; one-half cup grated raw 
carrot; one-half cup finely diced cel- 
ery; one tablespoon minced parsley;

Cottage To Australia 


Government Buys York- 
shire Home Of Captain 

James Cook, the famous 18th cen- 
tury navigator who planted the Bri- 
tish flag in Australia and New Zea- 
land, is to be commemorated in Aus- 
tralia by the translation to Melbourne 
of the actual Yorkshire cottage built 
by his parents. 

It is a small 18th century two- 
storey cottage of mellowed red brick, 
built at Great Ayton, Yorkshire, by 
the father of Capt. James Cook, the 
discoverer of Australia, and it is 
shortly to be dismantled and taken to 
Melbourne, where it will be re-erected | 
to be the symbol for all time of the} 
tles between the commonwealth and 
the mother country. 

Bought by the Victorian Govern- 
ment for $4,000, it has been surveyed 
and charted, numbered brick by brick 
and beam by beam, so that it can be 
put up in its original state, probably 
in a new park, for Victoria's large 
scale centenary celebration in the au- 
tumn of 1934. |

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Ireland Plans New Industry 


Idea Of Free State Government 
Would Help Farmers 

A new industry which will give a 
great stimulus to potato farming is 
to be launched by the Irish Free 
State Government. 

It proposes to create a £5,000,000 
State development fund to finance 
the beet sugar manufacture at Thur- 
les, Tuam and Mallow, and also to 
start the manufacture on a commer- 
cial scale of alcohol from potatoes. 

It is claimed that alcohol for in- 
dustrial purposes, or even for con- 
version into a potent spirit like 
brandy, can be obtained from pota- 
toes at the cost of 6 pence a gallon. 

It is also hoped to obtain from the 
potatoes which bulk so largely in 
Irish agriculture, motor-car spirit, 
dyes, and fuel for spirit lamps. 

The plan is to set up, through the 
Free State, factories where the pota- 
toes would be pulped and fermented, 
and the industrial alcohol distilled 
from it. The distilleries would be in 
the centre of the potato-farming 
areas, 

The alcohol can be put to a variety 
of uses, It will be mixed with petrol 
for use in motor cars, Its volatile 
oils will be used in scents and its 
resins and lacquer products used in 
connection with the new plastic and 
coach-bullding industries which the 
Government is anxious to stimulate. 


Not New Phenomenon 


Making Enemies Is Characteristic Of 
German Diplomacy 

Noel Panter, British correspondent 
at Munich who was put in prison 
for describing heavily armed Storm 
Troopers in a Hitler review, symbol- 
izes not only the efforts to throttle 
the press in the Reich and foreign 
newspaper men as well, but the ob- 
stinate, almost cheerful, Hitlerite de- 
termination to make as many enemies 
as possible in the rest of the world. 

This is not a new phenomenon. It 
has been characteristic of German dip- 
lomacy, in many respects, for sixty 
years and has caused incalculable 
harm to the German nation. Hitler 
tells his people that they are “ringed 
about by foes” and proceeds to make 
more enemies for Germany at every 
turn with his idiotic persecution of 
the Jews; the toleration, until lately, 
of attacks upon peaceful foreigners in 
Germany and now this persecution of 
a reporter who, in describing merely 
what he saw, has “injured” the Hitler- 
ites by adding a few new facts to the 
growing accumulation that shows 
they really are turning Germany into 
an armed camp.—New York Evening 
Post.

The Divine 
wisdom has given us prayer, not ag a 
means whereby to obtain this world’s 
good things, but as a means whereby 
we can do without them; not as a 
means whereby we can escape evil, 
but as a means whereby we become 
strong to meet it.—F. W. Robertson.

The 
Royal Salute was fired by the Mon- 
treal Royal Artillery, according to the 
program, which concluded with “God 
Save the Queen.”
